Moss blames 
Lashutka, for 
decline of 
Columbus

Ata Hilliard elementary school near the 
location of a business which is one of the 
nation’s major waste management com- 
panies, Bill Moss charged that Mayor 
Greg Lashutka is not protecting the en- 
vironment of the city 

And Moss feels that the concerns 
reflected at aw Environmental Ser- 
vices are those of the rest of the city, as 
the mayor has done little to improve the 
physical environment in the inner city as 
well 

Moss held his press conference at the 
Beacon Elementary School in Hilliard, 
where students have been complaining of 
health problems based on emissions from 
the Laidlaw facility 

"Laidlaw was shut down in an industrial 
park in Cleveland in 1990 with one of the 
worst environmental records in the history 
of Ohio," Moss said. "They set up shop in 
Hilliard and have been operating with per- 
mits approved by Mayor Lashutka’s water 
and sewage department They have 
dumped lead, arsenic and other heavy 
metals into the Columbus sewer system, 
and the mayor has done nothing but slap 
them on the wrist," Moss charged 

In comments after the press con- 
ference, Moss amplified his remarks 
Laidlaw, he charged, "(has) had 292 (en- 
vironmental) violations since Lashutka's 
been in office." And Moss expressed the 
concern that the emissions coming from 
its facility feed into the Jackson Pike water 
treatment center "This is contaminating 
Columbus drinking water," Moss charged 

"Their dumping of arsenic, lead, 
chromium, nickel, Zin and other toxic sub- 
stances is outrageous," Moss stated, 
"Some of their violations were as high as 
9990 percent over the legal limit that 
Mayor Lashutka should be enforcing. All 
he does is slap them on the wrist with 
consent agreement after consent agree- 
ment or sue them in Municipal Court for 
minor violations." 

Sam VanVoorhis, the mayor's cam- 
paign spokesperson, did not deal directly 
with the charges Moss raised. He as- 
serted that the charge itself reflects a lack 
of focus in the Moss campaign, “One day 
he says he's going to focus on the central 
city area of Columbus, the next day he's 
out in Hilliard holding a press conference," 
VanVoorhis said 

But Moss has charged apy blight 
and problems reflect a similar ‘of con- 
cern for neighborhoods at the expense of

Family mourning 


loss of youth 


who was mysteriously murdered

A mother is mourning the lost of her 
son in a murder that police still haven't 
solved 

On Sept. 25, Jason Long, a 17-year- 
old junior at East High School, applied 
for employment at a Kroger store and a 
Big Bear store. Afterward, Jason took 
the bus to a friend's apartment at 925 
Mayfield Place. Bexley police aren't 
releasing details of conflicting stories 
they gathered from several people who 
were at 925 Mayfield Place when Jason 
was shot 

Bexley police say Allen C. Avery, 17 
of 4024 t Livingston Ave., confessed 
to firing the gun that may Nave killed 
Jason. Avery has been charged with a 
delinquency count of murder 

Jason's family has been crushed by 
his untimely death. Ironically, his 
mother, social worker Gloria Long, was 
speaking at a church about how to uplift 
youth around the time,the shooting oc- 
curred 


In another ironic twist, Jason would 
have turned 18 on Oct. 16. the date of 
the Million Man March, an event or- 
ganized partly to protest the life 
threatening conditions 
African-American males face in today's 
society 

Gloria Long and Jason's father 
James Carter, who now lives in 
Frankfurt, Ky., are still struggling to deal 
with their incredible loss, but they hope 
they can one day help others in similar 
situations. "If nothing else, maybe we 
can help somebody else.” said Carter 

If we don’t start protecting our children 
no one else will." 

A memorial service was held for 
Jason on Sept. 29 at Wesley United 
Methodist Church. His parents remem 
ber him as being a very intelligent and 
affectionate child. When Gloria Long 
suffered a stroke in 1984, Jason, then 
6, helped take care of the house and 
looked out for his little sister Knaleeqa 
who was 2 at the time. Jason was very 
close with his grandmother, Gertrude

African-American government 
workers attending the 17th Annual Na- 
tional Training Conference of Blacks in 
Government (BiG) voted to support the 
Million Man March scheduled for Oct. 16. 
Aunanimous resolution by the Delegates 
Assembly urged BIG to actively support 
the demonstration that will culminate on 
the steps of the nation’s capitol 

The resolution noted the “proliferation 
of drugs and gun-related violence in the 
Black community and the escalation of 
Black male fratncide has diminished the 
positive role and attributes of Black men 
and instead has elevated ugly images of 
Black men projected through movies 
music and other communications tech- 
nologies throughout the world as thieves 
and criminals 

‘We encourage you to support the Mil- 
lion Man March for, and by Black men in 
the United States of America, who will 
march in Washington, D.C. to convey to 
the worid a vastly different picture of the 
Black male and to publicly proclaim to the 
global community that the Black man is 
prepared and moving forward to unify our 
families and build communities," the 
resolution read 

The march is being directed by Dr 
Benjamin Chavis under the auspices of 
Louis Farrakhan, minister of the Black 
Muslims of America. It will focus on three

Alvis House takes new 
steps to get halfway house

South Side residents are counting the 
Columbus Board of Zoning appeals 
recent decision to deny Alvis House a 
special permit to build a halfway house 
on 424 Lewellyn Ave. a victory. Yet, Alvis 
House officials are not counting their 
plans to build there a defeat 

In fact, Alvis House has decided to 
take two steps. They have submitted a 
new application for a 30-bed facility, and 
are appealing the decision in the Franklin 
County Court of Common Pleas. Alvis 
House representatives are set to appear 
before BZA on Oct. 24. Alvis House's first 
request was for an 80-bed house on Aug. 
99 

s_South Side residents and several civic 

associations representing the area 
protested at the first BZA board meeting, 
in which members voted 4-1 to reject the 
permit proposal. They vow to protest 
Alvis House's new strategies too. ° 


We are going to fight them all the way 
even if they apply for a one-bed facility 
We don't want it here period,” said Rober- 
ta Booth, president of the Council of 
South Side Organization. There are so 
many improvements that need to be 
made to deter crime on the South side, 
and there isn't a need to have another 
haltway house in this area, she said. 

Alvis already operates halfway 
houses located on 844 Bryden Road, 866 
Bryden Road, 971 Bryden Road, 624 
Ohio Ave., the downtown YMCA, and in 
Dayton. This new facility will house in- 
mates from the downtown YMCA, 

“Why not go to another area? We are 
tired of being dumped on," Booth added 


But, Alvis House President Bob 
Gloeckner views the decision to build on 
the South Side differently. "There were 
several areas, we considered besides 
the South Side. We looked at over 100 
places on the South Side, up- north, west

National defense attorneys that | ve 
seen reported. | think it's going to 
be a hung jury or an acquittal | 
cant see it going any other way 
than that,” Cooke said during a pre 
verdict interview 

“I've always felt basically that he 
didn't do it,” said Stith 

"Hung jury or not guilty" was 
Benton's prediction, "Johnnie 
Cochran and Barry Sheck did a 
very effective job in criticizing and 
questioning the way the evidence 
collected 

Shroyer felt that the verdict, 
either way. would infuriate those 
who have formed strong opinions 


about the case, but he has faith in 
"If the jury doesn't 
come to a verdict that you dont 
agree with, that doesn't mean that 
jury system doesn't work,” said 
Shroyer. “The fact that the jury 
came to a unanimous verdict is 
proof that our system works." 

Simpson's acquittal means that 
he can never again be tried for the 
murder of his ex-wife Nicole Brawn 
Simpson and her friend Ron 
Goldman, who were brutally slain 
- by someone -- on June 12, 1994 
But he will have to face multi-mil- 
lion-dollar civil suits by families of 
the victims

“Most of us tend to be suppor- 
tive" of the causes that United Way 
Is assisting, and would like to do 
more to help, Moody believes. “It's 
an issue of available resources 
{t's just not there.” 


Moody asserted that Black busi- 
nesses are often struggling to 
reach profitabillty, leaving little ad- 


feel that it adds to the problems 
already prevalent in the South Side 
area, said Booth 

Several children walk to school 
in this area, and there are a lot of 
elderly people who are simply con- 
cerned for their safety, Booth 
added 

"| have lived in this area for 47 
years and |am 75 years old. On my 
Street, there is one person who is 
100 years old, another that is 95 
years old and several people in 
their 70s and ‘80s. We are elderly 
and we can't go anywhere else,” 
said Pat Evans, president of the 
Cambria Addition Civic Associa- 
tion 

“Most people are afraid of 
having offenders in this area, | don't 
want to have to sit here with a shot 
gun. My wife has Alzheimers and 
she sometimes wonders off in the 
neighborhood,” said Evans, who 
lives about a block from-the 
Proposed building site. “ What if 
she got loose and ran into one of 
these offenders, what chance can 
| take that she won't be harmed? 
This has been an area where 
neighbors would just bring her 
home and she would be safe. This 
iS an area that we felt comfortably 
living in and we want to keep it that 
way," said Evans 

"We will protest and look into 
several other options that we have 
We had a good turnout for the first 
meeting and we will be there for the 
next one," Evans noted 


“She has a very soft heart, yet 
at the same time, she is a very 
feisty lady My being her quardian 
has contributed to the well-being 
and quality (of her life) since she 
has no living relatives. During 
visits I'll comb or brush her hair, 
wash her hair, help her clean the 
cookie crumbs out of her purse. 
We'll talk about the gossip of the 
nursing home, and | will play a few 
songs on the piano for her and 
other residents 

“| am her spokesperson, | will 
make inquiries on (her) behalf, on 
her medical care or treatment, 
consent to change medications, 
report any changes or concerns, 
ensuring that her quality of life is 
sustained at an acceptable level 
Residents in nursing homes often 
lose touch with reality, their dignity 
and their will to exist.” 

Marlene Larry is a court ap- 
pointed guardian through the 
Franklin County Volunteer Guar- 
dian Program. As a volunteer she 
has made a commitment to visit 
her individual no less than twice a 
month, be active in decisions 
about her care, and to report 
monthly on progress and issues to 
the program office. She is also 
accountable to the Probate Court 
for doing what is in her ward's best 
interest in these areas. 

After attending Basic Guardian 
training, Larry was certified to be 
matched with an individual who 
had no family, no assets and no 
legal representative to advocate 
for her in the nursing home en- 
vironment. Her ward is one of only 
two African Americans living in this 
facility. Larry brings a dimension 
of family and cultural heritage to 
the care her ward receives which 
would not otherwise be there. 
Larry encourages anyone that has 
three to four hours a month of free 
time to volunteer their services to 
become guardians and make a 
difference in someone's life. 

Volunteer guardians have the 
support of the program staff, 
housed at the Central Ohio Area 
Agency on Aging, and a volyinteer

“There's a greater push to get 
contributions than others, dis- 
proportionate to income,” Moody 
stated. Black businesses find 


themselves on the point in two 
communities -- “far more than our 
counterparts,” Moody argued 


“No matter what, we're part of 
the broader business community, 
which is who supports United Way. 
Then you turn around and have 
United Negro College Fund, then 
you have area churches that are 
supporting minority issues. Then 
you have a host of other. things, 
having to do with minority health, 
on and on and on, that we should 
support'because we're a part of the 
community, In the medntime, 
you're still supporting the 
downtown businesses, and or- 
ganizations such as CAPA, the 
YMCA, the YWCA. and that's part 
of the problem. There's so many, 
and all of them are good.” 


Regina Duffey, president of 
Noritech, said she had not seen the 
letter from Ralph Frasier 


“I've never been asked lo par- 
ticipate in it" before, Duffey said. 
Bul that did not stop her from 
having strong personal views of the 
responsibility that Black busi- 
nesses face toward the community. 


"Personally, | feel that Black 
businesses, even though they may 
be strapped, should make giving a 
top priority, whether giving to 
United Way or giving back to the 
community or giving to their 
church, Because in their giving, it's 

joing to be given back to them,” 
Buty said. 


William G. Sykes, president of 
Sykes Associates, has been on 
both sides of the issue, As director 
of the Ohio Department of Ad- 
ministrative Services, he was on 
the board of United Way. And now, 
as a businessperson, he is one of 
those being solicited for contribu- 
tiohs. But his view is unchangad 
from his days on the United Way 
board 


Sykes was one of the 
businesspersons who received the 
letter from Frasier, and noted the 
paltry sum that Black businesses 
had given, “That is not a fair 
share," Sykes said. “There are 
many beneficiaries in the Black 
community, many clients, and we 
should try to step up to the table a 
little bit better,"

business interests, “Abandoned 
houses, abandoned vehicles, gar- 
bage and crap" -- it’s abandoned 
neighborhoods" that the mayor has 
seen expanding during his ad- 
ministration, Moss charged. “This 
is not benign neglect. This is ag- 
gressive neglect." 


Moss’ said that the mayor has 
neglected the city’s neighborhoods 
“because he’s focusing his atten- 
tion on the suburbs. Maybe he's 
depressing the values of houses on 
the near east side for regentrifica- 
tion,” 


“If they can create conditions 
where nobody wants to live out 
here through their aggressive 
neglect, they can gobble up the 
land cheap, regentrify, and force 
the other people out," Moss said. 

Moss charged that Lashutka's 
development strategy reflects a 
pattern, "He is neglecting people 
period in this city of Columbus, and 
they know that he is totally under 
the control of big money 
developers and the boys in the big 
house. They're looking for some- 
body that they believe will restore 
some balance to the level of ser- 
vice that’s provide din this city 
Greg favors the rich, to the neglect 
of everybody else." 

VanVoorhis denied the chargé. 
“The record speaks for itself," Van- 


Voorhis said, “The city has in- 
vested heavily in inner-city neigh- 
borhoods. | think if Bill Moss truly 
wants to help inner city neighbor- 
hoods, he shouldn't be hedging his 
bets on whether he’s going to sup- 
port the bond package. Again, he’s 
a little schizophrenic.” 


Moss remains confident of vic- 
tory “They're gu to vote forme," 
Moss said of Columbus voters. 
“It's going to be a combination of 
me winning and Greg losing. The 
greatest fear of his supporters 
downtown is him screwing up be- 
tween now dnd election day,” 


As the campaign enters its final 
month, Moss is still angry that he 
has not received the total support 
of the Democratic Party and its 
constituencies. “Dennis White is 
trying to help me," Moss said of the 
Franklin Party chairman, who is the 
one who asked Moss,to run. 


“But the thing with Bill Dobbins 
at labor, that certainly hasn't 
changed, and | don't suspect it 
will." Moss has charged that Dob- 
bins, an AFL-ClO leader, had urged 
former congressiona! candidate 
Cynthia Ruccia not to get involved 
with the Moss campaign -- acharge 
that Dobbins has not responded to, 
and that Ruccia has not denied. 

At the same time, Moss said, he 
is still receiving help from some 
Democratic stalwarts in his bid to

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Black solons challenge GOP view of fed budget

In ameeting with members of the 
Ohio House Finance and Ap- 
propriations

chitects of the U.S. House of Rep- 
resentatives’ budget plan promised 
that Ohioans would not suffer be-

But two Columbus-area legis- 
lators are not so sure 

Otto Beatty, a member of finance 
committee, was not impressed with 
the budget guru's optimistic view of 
Ohio's future. And his senate col- 
league, Columbus’ Ben Espy. 
called on the president to veto the 
Republicans’ plan, saying that it 
would be disastrous for the poor 

The appearance happened at a 
time when the Republicans have 
been shaping a number of ap- 
propriations measures which will 
slash hundreds of billions of dollars 
from future federal spending over 
the next few years. Most of the cuts 
are in the areas of human services; 
@ measure which would eliminate 
the entitlement status of ADC, and 
lurn it into a block grant ad- 
ministered by the states, would 
pare $100 billion in federal spend- 
ing over the next seven years if the 
House plan is approved. The 
measure is currently in a con- 
ference committee 

President Clinton has charged 
that the Republicans’ plan would 
cripple programs for the poor, and 
reduce by billions of dollars funds 
gaing to the states for the assis- 
tance of, the poor.

Both Beatty and Ben Espy 
senator of Columbus, felt that the 
slashing of the earned income tax 
credit would be disastrous for ef- 
forts to promote self-sufficiency 
among poor families.

Some have argued that there are 
plenty of lawyers from Texas who 
swear by the "P" theory. Nevertake 
a juror whose whose occupation 
begins with the letter "P" they have 
been heard to say. 

Even some of our finest advo- 
cates have fallen for some out- 
rageous ideas 

Clarence Darrow wrote in 
Esquire magazine that people with 
Mediterranean ‘ 

backgrounds are hot blooded 
and emotional, while the Germans 
and Scandirfavians are cold and 
judgmental. Darrow had bad as- 
sumptions about Methodist and 
Baptists and thought women did not 
belong on jury at all 

Notions like these ethnic 
stereotypes later got mingled with

social and economic factors. Rich 
jurors were said to be bad for plain- 
tiffs in personal injury cases be- 
cause they would be predisposed to 
protect the companies that would 
have to pay judgments. Poor 
people were also thought to be bad 
for plaintiffs because they would be 
incapable of even thinking about 
the.large sums necessary for an 
adequate award of damages, 
Putting it altogether, one noted 
plaintiffs attorney said that if you 
believe all the myths and the lore, 
the best plaintiff's juror is a one- 


eyed Spanish carpenter. The prob- 
lem is, you can never find one 

on your jury. 

Lawyers have been playing to 
jurors since the beginning of time 
It is their job and their absolute duty 
to their clients, This thing about 
citizenship is best left for high 
school debates. The defense team 
for Mr. Simpson has been accused 
of interjecting race into the trial 


The defense team did not make the’ 


decision to put Mark Fuhrman on 
the stand. The prosecution made 
that decision after they were made 
aware of the problems with Mr. 
Fuhrman. it is the obligation of 
defense team to go after the 
credibility of each and every wit- 
ness presented by the prosecution 
lf the prosecution puts on a witness 
who is considered a racist, race 
becomes a part of the trial 

If a jury is made up of nine (9) 
blacks, and a racist is the material 
witness against a black, one can 
predict where the defense will con- 
centrate. It can rightly be assumed 
that blacks are much more 

sensitive to the issue of racism 
and the consequences of racism 
going unchecked. The defense 
team understands this and is play- 
ing out this theme. | find it more 
amazing that many people are will- 
ing to compromise our constitution- 
al protections in order to convict. If 


we lessen the standard for a convic- 
tion, for any reason, we make it 
much easier to convict innocent 
people. That was the issue iden- 
tified by the defense 

What |s also disturbing is the 
perception that Cochran is doing 
something that is somehow unethi- 
cal or that is morally wrong. Where 
were all the voices when 
prosecutors were striking black 
jurors from the juror poo! simply be- 
cause they were Diack. Where are 
all the voices when white 

lawyers are striking black jurors 
simply because one of the attor- 
neys is black 

What the American public needs 
to better appreciate is the fact that 
this game is as old as dirt, Black 
people have been the ones that 
have repeatedly been short 
changed by the system. It is an 
irony 

beyond my wildest disappoint- 
ment that we now want to cry foul 

Believe it or not the system 
works. It may be long and some- 
limes expensive but ninety percent 
of the time the system works and 
works well 

O.J. is entitled to a jury tral. His 
defense team is duty and ethically 
bound to present the very best 
defense, We may disagree with the 
method but if we were the client we 
would demand no less.

Fred Goldman, the father ot Ronald Goldman, one 
of the two persons for whose murder Simpson is on 
trial, called him “sick”. Willie Williams, head of the Los 
Angeles Police Department -- which received the spe- 
cial scorn of C ran for its sloppy handling of evidence 
and the racist fendencies of the prosecution's key 
witness, Mark Fuhrman -- said that Cochran's closing 
statement was full of "false and vileand almost criminal 
accusations" against his officers. And other commen- 
tators have charged that Cochran “played the race 
card" to a predominately-Black jury. 

But there &re some inescapable realities that color 
Cochran's comments 

Cochran's spellbinding oratory only brings onto a 
larger stage some critical issues that must inform the 
deliberation of the jurors -- and should cause all 
Americans to think 

Cochran certainly dealt with the evidence. He called 
into question much of the prosecution's blood evidence 
as being tainted; he described the many errors the Los 
Angeles police officers and laboratory made in collect- 
ing and analyzing the evidence. And he put 15 hard 
Questions to the jury that, he said, were unanswered 
by the prosecution's "mountain of evidence." 

But Cochran also placed the case against Simpson 
in a context, and it is that context which angers many 
observers. {tis the context of historic racism in the Los 
Angeles Police Department -- a racism that might 
cause officers to lie, cheat, or falsify evidence in order 
to convict a Black man 

Blood on the sock, for example, is not probative if 
the sock was planted. Blood on the glove is similarly 
suspect, Evidence is proof only if itis credibly obtained, 
and if it reflects a larger reality. And, while there is no 
direct evidence that Mark Fuhrman planted the sock or 
the glove, Mark Fuhrman’s own comments indicate that 
it was not above him to stoop to such behavior. 

We cannot presume that police investigators are 
biased against Black people -- or any other people, for 
that matter. We must be willing to grant the benefit of 
the doubt to anyone who presents evidence, and we 
must weigh the credibility of all potential witnesses 

But such behavior does not blind us to reality. In 
Philadelphia today, the convictions of potentially 
hundreds of individuals has ‘been compromised be- 
cause they were arrested by six police officers who

hio Congressman John Kasich is on,the case 
in Washington 
lairman of the House Budget Committee, he is 
the leader of a Congressional movement to balance the 
budget in seven years. He is the member of a 
Republican leadership team that has proposed a host 
of massive changes in the federal budget -- changes 
that will affect every man, woman, boy and girl, Black 
and white, in America 
The Ohio Congressman -- who pledged, during his 
last campaign, to “dismantle the New Deal” -- has 
become one of the chief architects of the House 
Republicans’ radical restructuring of the federal role in 
the protection of the rights and welfare (in the classic 
sense) of all Americans 
Kasich presented the vision that he and his col- 
leagues are shaping to the Ohio House Finance and 
Appropriations Committee recently. And while his 
vision got great support from like-minded conserva- 
tives, some legislators -- such as Columbus’ Otto Beat- 
ty and Charleta Tavares, who represent the people left 
out of Kasich’'s vision -- were disturbed 
Kasich is pushing for and end to summer jobs 
programs -- programs targeted to poor inner-city com- 
munities, like those in Columbus, which is part of his 
district 
Kasich voted for a House welfare reform proposal 
which will radically restructure the system -- a proposal 
so extreme, So painful in its consequences, that it was 
ejected by even the Senate Republicans 
Kasich is quarterbdcking the effective slashing of 
student loan programs: he is making their terms for 
repayment more onerous, and allowing banks to raise 
the interest they can charge for the loans -- actions 
which will have a dramatic affect on middle-income 
families who are struggling to send their children to 
college, many of whom are Black. 
He has proposdd slashing federal housing programs 
-- housing programs which attempt to provide safe, 
decent and atfordable housing for low-income persons, 
many of whom are Black 
He is backing the Republican effort to eliminate the 
low-income’ housing tax credit -- a tax credit that has

were falsifying evidence and testimony against Blacks 
in that city. In West Virginia and Texas, as many as 
1000 convictions may be in question because a foren- 
sic scientist -- who lied about his credentials -- ap- 
parently falsified evidence to gain convictions 

Such Incidents force us to weigh credibility, and to 
evaluate even what seems to be incontrovertible. 

Could racism have affected this trial? Of course it 
could, After all, we live in a country where race often 
has colored the criminal justice process, Blacks are 
four times more likely to be arrested tor drug offenses 
than whites, although Blacks and whites are equally 
likely to take illegal drugs; does race figure Into who is 
arrested in America? Drug courier profiles used to 
decide “probable cause” for stopping a suspected 
dealer often specifically allude to race: does race figure 
into who |s arrested in America? Individuals are far 
more likely lo receive the death penalty for killing a 
white person than for killing a Black person; does tace 
figure into criminal penalties in America? For whites to 
argue, somehow, that race should be discounted in this 
case is to argue against the weight of a racial history 
that is far bigger and bulkier and more ominous than 
all of us can imagine. 

Then, how should it be taken into account? Very 
carefully. Blacks must never lose sight thal a very ugly 
crime was committed -- the vicious murder of two 
persons. The person who did that crime should be 
found, convicted, and sent to jail, If that is OJ 
Simpson, then he deserves the penalty prescribed by 
law 

The race of the arresting officers; the race of the lab 
attendants; the race of Mark Fuhrman -- even the race 
of O.J, Simpson -- are irrelevant to the matter of his 
guilt or innocence 

At the same time, a wise and honest jury must weigh 
all this evidence, and the credibility of all the witnesses, 
with a recognition of the Los Angeles Police 
Department's history -- and a knowledge that the mere 
word of a police officer does not make it so. 

America’s racial history |s not on trial in this case: 
O.J. Simpson is. A jury comprised of nine Blacks, a 
Hispanic and two whites could not by any decision 
transform that history into something different because 
of its actions 

At the-same time, it can weigh that history very 
carefully, putting it on the scale with all the physical and 
other evidence, in attempting to come up with what 
everyone should be praying for: justice

resulted in the construction of hundreds of units for poor

He is on record as proposing the sharp reduction of 
the earned income tax credit -- a measure which helps 
lift millions of working poor people, many of them Black 
and living in his district, out of poverty.

What concerns Beatty and Tavares is that, while 
Blacks represent a quarter of.Kasich’s district -- one of 
the highest percentages of any Republican legislator 
in Congress -- the interests, concerns, and needs of 
those Black constituents aré conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, Almost every step that John Kasich has taken 
in his role as point man for the Republican revolution 
will make it harder for those Blacks -- and poor people 
of all colors -- to find summer jobs for their children; 
housing for themselves; or even keep working, Since 
the EITC is targeted toward working poor persons, 

This-does not mean that Kasich Is invisible in the 
Columbus community. Of course, he will periodically 
attend certain events in the Black community; but he 
will seldom, if ever, meet with Black Columbusites -- his 
constituents -- and begin to address the issues that are 
affecting Black people. 

John Kasich is the point man on a Republican 
revolution which will have the impact of making life 
harder, and poorer, and more difficult for many of his 
poorest constituents -- while enriching the coffers of 
many of his richest constituents. Certainly the con- 
gressman has the right to do that: but we would hope 
he would gain the input of a broad cross-section of his 
constituents -- the people who pay his salary -- before 
embarking on such a dangerous and ill-advised course. 


Jackson, Powell beware 


he Congressional Black Caucus recently com- 

pleted its annual legislative weekend in 

Washington, D.C. Much has been made in the 
media over the last few days about the fact that Presi- 
dent Clinton delivered the keynote address to the group 
with two possible challengers, Rev. Jesse L. Jackson 
and Gen. Colin Powell (retired) in the audience, How- 
ever, Messrs. Jackson and Powell, along with all Black 
Americans, should take a long look at the disruptive 
effects that their candidacies could have on Black 
America. 

In the sea of opposition to minorities that has been 
swelling in America over the past four years, President 
Clinton has been a solid rock for the Black community. 
The President has been our strongest ally, fighting 
against a reactionary Congress, an equally oppressive 
Supreme Court and the governors and legisiatures of 
Several states that seem to be intent on killing affirm- 
ative.action, and any other programs that would be 
beneficial to’ minorities.

A potential Jackson candidacy could have the posi- 
tive effect of registering and rallying an otherwise 
uninterested Black electorate. However, we must ask 
whether our community's resources could be better 
spent with Rev. Jackson working hard to garner support 
for the President, in what promises to be a hotly con- 
tested race next fall, no matter who the Republican 
nominee is. 

Then there is the issue of a Powell candidacy. At this 
juncture, we just don't know enough about this man, 
and his politics, to embrace a possible candidacy, 
whether he declares himself a Republican or an Inde- 
pendent, There is also a danger that if Gen. Powell 
were to run as an independent, that he might siphon 
off enough Black votes from the President to insure that 
they both could lose. The Black political leadership in 
America should come together and examine the poten- 
tially devastating effects that these candidacies could 
have, and reach a consensus before embracing them. 


Susan Estrich is shocked 
SHOCKED! -- that Johnnie Cochran 
would believe that racism remains a 
serious problem in America, and that 
the criminal justice system is full of it 

Of course, Estrich -- the University 
of Southern California law professor 
who is a weekly columnist for USA‘ 
Togay -- is willing to admit that there’ 
may be some racism in the country, 
isolated in the hands of a few crazies 
like Mark Fuhrman. But when 
Cochran argues in) a seminar at the Congressional 
Black Caucus weekend that race is always an issue in 
the criminal justice system, Estrich finds him guilty of 
“using the race card”, and promptly judges him as one 
of the key Americans widening the nation's racial 
divide 

This is not uncommon. All across the nation, just as 
inthe days of Martin Luther King, Black Americans who 
complain about the nation's racial history -- and its 
ongoing racial practice -- are accused of using "the 
race card.” “The race card," agcording to the white 
commentators who despise it, is the trump that com- 
pletes the winning hand, It is the appeal to white guilt 
that makes winners out of al) Blacks 

But something is wrong with this picture. In fact, as 
Cochran rightfully points out, “in America, how could 
we (Blacks) initiate the race card?" 

It is curious that, in a time when Blacks are actually 
writing comparatively little about race -- or, at least, the 
type of angry tomes such as "Black Rage” or “Soul on 
Ice" or "Look out whitey! Black Power's gonna get your 
momma” that were popular in the 1960s and 1970s -- 
the race card vacuum is being filled by a host of white 
writers ~ 

Dinesh D’Souza's “The End of Racism" comes im 
mediately to mind: in this book, the author -- a natural- 
ized American citizen from India -- says that American 
slavery was not racist; that white Americans generally 
are not racist; that segregation was designed to 
protect, rather than injure, Blacks, that Blacks are 
simply the victims of their own pathologies, rather than 
racism; and that the nation’s civil rights laws ought to 
be repealed 

D'Souza’s book is only one card in a series of 
trumps: from his own “Iiliberal Education” in 1991, to 
1994's “The Bell Curve" by Charles Murray and 
Richard Herrnstein, which argued that empirical data 
showed Blacks are hereditarily inferior to whites intel 
lectually, it seems like a whole deck is being shaped of 
face cards across the nation 

But that's not surprising. A 1990 study by the 
University of Chicago’s National Opinion Research 
Center found that a majority of whites nationwide 
believed that Blacks were more criminally-inclined; 
less patriotic; and lazier than whites 

ls the race card being played by white politicians to 
an increasingly angry white population? According to 
A! Tuchfarber, head of the Institute for Policy Studies 
at the University of Cincinnati, that is not the case 

“Tuchfarber argues that -- despite the rhetoric of 
D'Souza and Murray, and even the Republican Party 
leadership -- America’s racial attitudes are "changing 
and becoming more tolerant." 

To Tuchfarber, the debate about affirmative action 
in America is an unfair indicator of white American 
attitudes. "There is a real disjuncture between racial 
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attitudes and attitudes about affirmative action," Tuch- 
farber asserted. "In general, Americans are becoming 
more tolerant of people of other backgrounds, but 
they're becoming less tolerant of affirmative action. If 
you look at the indicators of people of another race 
moving next door to you, or marrying your daughter, 
there's more tolerance." 

The popularity of D'Souza’s book, or Murray's tome, 
are not-indicators of the national mood; Tuchfarber 
asserted: he compared it to "generalizing from Stokely 
Carmichael to all African-Americans.” Tuchfarber con- 
cludes, "we're a pretty tolerant society arid probably 
becoming more tolerant.’ 

But in fact, according to the NORC study, the 
paradox may be true: while racial tolerance Is increas- 
ing, the underlying racial stereotypes are’ apparently 
not changing. And because those stereotypes remain 
potent, they become the cards in a losing hand- for 
Black people -- the cards that D'Souza and his col- 
leagues use to further inflame racial attitudes. 

And even if Tuchfarber's analysis were true, it 
would seem that racist attitudes are coming further out 
into the open; the race card is not being played by a 
Black allomey simply attempting to sway a jury, or a 
Black businessperson trying to get a contract, but (in 
the hands of conservative whites) is being given 
prominent air time by some:of the most prestigious 
institutions 

Would it be considered serious scholarship about 
Jews, for example, if Shakespeare's anti-semitic 
portrait of Shylock the Jewish merchant were con- 
sidered a legitimate portrayal of the aspirations and 
attitudes of Jews? But in fact, D'Souza argues that 
there are various “types" of Black behavior from 
slavery -- the surly “field Negro"; the lazy slave, etc. -- 
that are still being perpetrated throughout society 
loday 

lf that isn’t the race card, | don't know what is. 

Yet Estrich, and other writers of her ilk, use every 
Opportunity to point to any Black person complaining 
about racism to accuse them of playing with a stacked 
deck, In Estrich’s world, Fuhrman’s evil comments -- 
including his allegations of beating Blacks; of planting 
evidence in cases against Blacks; and of virulent hos- 
tility to Blacks -- is less damaging to race relations than 
Cochran complaining about it. 

There is no question that the race card is being 
played in American society. And | might not even 
disagree that sometimes some Blacks may play it. But 
the game is hardly in our hands. And when whites like 
Estrich fail to example the bitter racial attitudes of the 
real players 

of the race card, then they do more to widen the 
facial divide than anyone 


Only in America 


The O.J. Simpson double mur- 
der trial is just about over. But ina 
significant way, it's only the begin- 
ning. 

By the time this column is in, 
print, the Los Angeles jury may or 
may not have reached a verdict. In 
fact, regardless of the jury's deter- 
mination, the implications of this so- 
called trial of the century will have 
a lasting impact on this nation, 

Arecent ABC news poll showed 
that 75 percent of white folks think 
the Juice killed his ex-wife and her friend, Ron 
Goldman. The same survey of 648 Americans indicated 
that 77 percent of African-Americans believe that the 
former football star is innocent. 

Personally, | give two hoots about this entire morass. 
If he’s found guilty then send him on up to San Quentin 
If he's found not guilty, then send him on home, End of 
Story. 

But what | do care about is how this particular case 
has become a referendum on race and racism in this 
country. 

From the very beginning, this trial has been nothing 
more than a cusp. soap opera or B-movie with the 
American public taking sides and side bets. 

Simpson attorney Johnnie Cochran has become an 
overnight sensation. Jugge Lance Ito has become a 
household name. And prosecutor Marcia Clark has 
seen more than her fair share of bad hair days. 

But the bottom line to this entire fiasco has been the 
issue of race. 

| heard a local African-American radio talk show host 
say that even if O.J, Simpson Is guilty, he ought to go 
free. The rationale behind this statement is use 
L.A.P.D. detective Mark Furhman used the infamous 
N-word and therefore is a racist of the highest order. 

Despite Furhman’'s utterances of the N-word or his 
dislike of African-Americans, the fact remains that there

brutally murdered. 

Most Black folks don't believe Simpson did the 
crime. They believe he was set up by a racist cop who 
planted evidence.

| was sitting alone meditating 
when a fight erupted between two 
young African-American fellows. An 
African-American young lady got 
between the warrng chaps to stop 
them and she encouraged one of 
the fellows to leave the park 

But the second chap appeared 
to have a death wish and 
proceeded to start a fight with 
another chap, This fight incited the 
ire of some of the other fellows on 
the basketball court and it was clear 
that the tension was escalating fast 
This foolhardy chap then told his 
adversary to have his gang meet his 
fellows in the park-at 6 p.m. to settle 
the disagreement 

As | walked home, | worried that 
these young chaps were going to go 
home and get their guns to meet in 
a shootout, for | know of a similar 
disagreement that ended with a 
young chap landing in a hospital 
intensive care unit with a gunshot 
wound. The sight of a young chap 
getting killed over some foolishness 
haunted me, this it became impera- 
tive thaf'l_ do something to prevent 
this madness. 

| decided to call the Wilmington 
police, hoping that their presence 
would deter any acts of violence. | 
proceeded to share my concern 


with a police operator where | 
pointed out that this bad chap had 
called for a gangs’ meeting at six 
o'clock 


But | was surprised as we spoke 
for | wondered if this lady was not 
more worried about my filing a com- 
plaint because she may no| remem- 
ber to do something rather than 
avoiding some foolish loss of life. | 
concluded that she was living in a 
nightmaré where-she worries con- 
stantly about Raving the public 
lodge a complaint that leads fo 
severe Criticism as happened in a 
Pennsylvania case months earlier 
were a young chap lost his life 
resulting from a poor police 
operator's response 


This police operator wanted me 
to call back at six o'clock and report 
my concern again, but | could have 
been in an accident, gotten sick or 
something, and so on; therefore, | 
repeated my interest in merely 
saving some lives by getting the 
pplice to show up to prevent these 
young chaps from killing one 
another. The operator finally real- 
ized that | was serious and had me 
to repeat my name and telephone 
number and she promised to leave 
a note for the night sergeant 


What is disquieting here is that 
this operator felt paranoid about 
doing something wrong that would 
raise my dander because | felt her 
job was inadequate. The bad press 
on police operators in recent 
months appeared to have left deep 
scars and some people unneces- 
sarily walking around on egg shells. 
| hope this paranoia does not be- 
come deadly from an operator 
hesitating to act aggressively from 
fear of getting lambasted in the 
media

Several thousand copies of "The 
Black Album" had already been 
printed when Prince decided to pull 
the plug, As a result, “The Black 
Album" became one of the most 
widely bootlegged LPs in history. 
Various radio stations across the 
country even aired some of the 
bootlegged material, funky songs 
like "Cindy C." (a salute to super- 
model Cindy Crawford), "Dead On 
It" (a spoof of rap music), “Rock 
Hard in a Funky Place," and "Super- 
funkycalifragisexy." . 

The ex-Prince has been building 
up excitement for his new album, 
"The Gold Experience," since early 
last year when the first single, "The 
Most Beautiful Girl in the World," 
topped the charts. His Royal Bad- 
ness hirhself admits the hit ballad 
was his "most commercial single, of 
the decade.” The song was so suc- 
cessful that Prince put out an album 
in spring of 1994 containing nothing 
but "Beautiful" remixed seven dif- 
ferent ways. be 

in summer of 1994, Prince per- 
formed several songs from “The 
Gold Experience" on the VH-1 
Honors telecast. Back then, Prince 
was under the assumption that 
Warner Bros., the record company 
he signed with in the late "70s when 
he was still in his teens, planned to 
release "The Gold Experience" in 
the fall of 1994. 

To Prince's surprise, Warner 
Bros. decided to push ‘back the 
release ‘of "The Gold Experience" 
until this year because "Come" and 
"The Black Album" had already 
been released in 1994.

Prince may be disenchanted 
with Warner Bros. and ready to 
move on to a different company, but 
tight now he's busy promoting “The 
Gold Experience." He presented 
another preview of the album in 
January during 3his performance at 
the American Music Awards, After 
burying his old image with a mediey 
of the hits he recorded under his old 
name, he, formed a slammin’ 
meuiey eam “The Gold Ex- 
perience" that had his devoted fans

Although the subject matter is 
serious, Jackson wants people to 
know the play is not ultra serious.

"Dance Music Sex Romance" from 
the "1999" era. The rockin' "319" is 
reminiscent of the metal-tinged 
songs from “Purple Rain." The slow 
jam "(Eye) Hate U,"-the current 
single, is classic Prince at his falset- 
to. best. 

Prince may tour launch his first 
tour in five years to promote "The 
Gold Experience." if his performan- 
ces on the VH-1 Honors and 
American Music Awards are any in- 
dication, his live show will be excit- 
ing enough to sell out arenas across 
the globe. Prince may not have the 
business sense or marketing savvy 
of Michael Jackson or Madonna, 
but he continues to prove that he is 
one of the gréatest musicians of 
modern times.

this knowledge. It also calls for im- 
proving communication between 
sex partners as a critical factor in 
reducing unintended pregnancy 
and maintaining sexual health. 

According to Health Commis- 
sioner Bill fs, “Too often we 
frame issues solely in a negative 
context. By concept of sexual 
health, we.are able to potentially 
reduce many problems beyond 
unintended pregnancy.” 

The Columbus Health Depart- 
ment will have primary respon- 
sibility for implementing the 
strategies recommended in the 
report.

Rioneer Newsman Mal Goode 
died recently at age 87. He was 
known as a staunch, civil rights 
leader, mentor and eloquent orator. 

Goode, appeared in Columbus 
as a keynote speaker for Beneficial 
Acceptance Corporation in the late 
sixties 

Goode, a grandsyn of slaves, 
was. born in White Plains, Va. in 
1908. 

He worked in the steel mill as a 
young teenager, and later pursued 
@ pre-law degree at the University 
of Pittsburgh, where he en- 
countered a lot of racism, which 
became one of the driving forces 
that inspired him to become so ac- 
tive in_the civil rights struggle 
During his years, he became 
friends with Martin Luther King Jr 
and Malcolm X 

In 1948, he started working for 
the Pittsburgh Courier in the circula-
